nard Shaw’s Theory, 
on Gland 


Bases Hopes Chiefly 
Therapy. 


Can the average lifetime be ex- 
tended to 90 or 100 or even 12% 
And would that contrib- 


ever it is that the man and the 
race live for?* Or would every cen- 
tenarian be fed up with life, a bore 
to himself and everyone else, and a 
world of centenarians the worst of 
all possible worlds? 

Dr. Albert Schneider devoted 10 
minutes of today’s scientific ses- 
sion of the American Pharmaceu- 
tical Association, in convention at 
Hotel Coronado, to the subject 
which Bernard Shaw requires six 
evenings in the theater to discuss. 
Dr. Schneider has written on every- 
thing from birds and flowers to 
the dimitations of knowledge, is 
dean of North Pacific School of 
Pharmacy and a summer lecturer 
on crime detection at the Univer- 
sity of California. 

Different Angle From Shaw's. 

He approached the subject at an 
angle cifferent from Shaw's in 
“Back to Methuselah.” Shaw be- 
lieves that evolution is directed 
by not only outside stimuli, but an 
inner urge, the “life force’ en 
route from an original ‘“‘vortex in 
pure force’ to an ultimate “vortex 
in pure intelligence.” As the next 
step toward that consummation, he 
theorized that the life force might 
extend human life by a biological 
‘‘sport,” or mutation—a few men 
and women who would live 300 
years, while everyone else dropped 
off at the usual three score and 
ten. 

Dr. Schneider suggested no such 
He 
dealt with an extension of life by 
means already somewhat familiar 
—eugenic mating, deliberate per- 
petuation of hereditary longevity, 
treatment by glands or gland-pro- 
ducts, and easy, happy, contented 
living. 

Warding Off Decrepitude. 


The normal span of today, he 
said, reached the highest physical 
and mental efficiency between 30 
and 40 and declined to a period of 
decrepitude from 60 to 80. Some 
scientists considered that protein 


and gland therapy would make life 
_burn brighter but faster, maintain- 


ing a higher efficiency almost to 
60° years than that of the young 
man at 30 today, but burning out 
shortly thereafter, 

“Most physicians familiar with 
the subject,” he safd, believed the 
lifetime could be increased to 90 


years, with full activity extending 
well beyond 70, while a lifetime of 
125 years was “suggested by cpti- 
mists.". He believed any of the 
three desirable, if only for cutting 
off the period of decrepitude, 
Rejuvenating operations like the 
gland transplantations of Steinach 
and Voronoff were becoming less 
favored now, he said, than injec- 
tions of crushed glands. He cited 
a record of 80 per cent effective- 
ness to date and no bad results in 
50,000 injection operations in this 
country in the last decade. 


Advantages of Rejuvenation. 


“The social consequences of the 
rejuvenating operations of the 
Stanley (injection) type,” he con- 
tinued, “may be stated as follows: 

“Invalidism will be markedly de- 
creased. 

“Competition in besiness, sci- 
ence and sex will be prolonged, and 
the period from 40 to 75 will be 
useful and happy. 

“The now highly active though 
illy-directed behavoristic reactions 
of the younger generation (15 to 20 
years) ean be more wisely directed 
by the richer and fuller experience 
of the still active older generation, 
The old man will be more valuable 
to society than the young man be- 
cause of greater learning, wider 
experience and broader vision. 

“In the domain of marriage, the 
older man will have the advantage 
over the younger man by virtue of 
greater poise, more stable social 
position and greater wealth. The 
marréfageable age can be greatly ad- 
vanced, from 20 to 40 years. 

High Piane of Existence. 


“Science, art, music and liter- 
ature will develop to a much high- 
er plane, and in turn the coming 
generation can begin to build upon 
this higher, more substantial and 
more lasting plane. 

“Theer will be more leisure and 
greater opportunity to enjoy the 
pleasures and the comforts of life. 
The tinge for acquiring culture and 
for laying a more enduring founda- 
tion for a career will be much in- 
creased. 

“The dread, so demoralizing in 
its effects, of being shelved at 60 
will no longer exist, and the reali- 
zation that life from early child- 
hood to ripe old age will be free 
from suffering and disease, and 
that there will be a constant in- 
tellectual and spiritual growth and 


development, will be a joyful an- 
ticipation at all times.”

The 
name Moran was assumed, and the 
nickname “Chappie” came from his 
English cockney accent.

Must Show in Tryout. 

Wood stipulated in his accep- 
tance that Independence III must 
first prove herself in a practice trial. 
Koenig has no fears in this con- 
nection, however, and feels confi- 
dent that his boat will go consid- 
erably faster than the present rec- 
ord. 

Independence III is receiving the 
finishing touches at the shops of 
Victor Barteau, local builder who 
formerly worked in Gar Wood's 
shops at Detroit. The last bit of 
construction will be rushed today 
and Koenig expects to launch the 
boat tomorrow for a test between 
the Bads and Free bridges on the 
Mississipp!. 

Wood will be at the wheel of his 
Miss America V and Koenig, also a 
pilot of many years’ experience, 
will drive his boat. The local en- 
try is 23 feet long by 7 feet 9-inch 
beam and is driven by three Hispa- 
na motors totaling 1050 horsepow- 
er which are capable of 3100 revo- 
lutions a minute. The motors are 
capable of developing a maximum 
speed of 105 miles an hour, ac- 
cording to Koenig, although fric- 
tion and other natural difficulties 
are likely to reduce that speed to 
90 miles in racing trim.

Compare 
Corbett and Jackson, Corbett and Sul- 
livan.

“shady” and so unconditioned that I 
can’t rate him greatest. 

Gentleman Jackson had high per- 
sonal character, good mentality, was 
a big man, 6 feet 2 inches, 200 pounds 
and a noble fighter.

HAMBURG. Germany, Aug. 25.— 
One policeman was killed and sev- 
eral other officers and onlookers 
were injured in Communist Sacco- 
Vanzetti demonstrations here last 
night. The Communists erected 
barricades across the atreet car 
lines and attacked police with 
stones and bottles. The policeman 
who was killed was off duty. He 
was dragged from a street car, 
severely manhandled and after 
running a few yards Was overtaken 
in a state of collapse. The mob 
again attacked him with daggers 
and clubs. Police who rushed to 
his rescue were received with a 
shower of stones. They retaliated 
with shots. 

Order was re-established early 
this morning after more hard 
fighting in which the other police 
and onlookers were injured. 


Police Suppress New Outbreak 
Among Radicals in Paris. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Aug. 25.—Radicals, ap- 
parently determined to keep up the 
Sacco-Vanzetti agitation, started 
another demonstration in Paris last 
night. A column of 300 collided 
with police in the boulevard Sebas- 
topol and numerous shots were 
fired. Police quickly scattered the 
mob, however, and orders were is- 
sued for increased vigilance of the 
patrols. | 

At Nancy, laborites sought to 
form a protest parade, but were 

ispersed by mounted gendarmes. 

French Communista, aided hy 
Socialists, announced definitely 
that they would make the proposed 
parade of the American Legien 
impossible. The French Govern- 
ment has declared the day of tho 
parade, Sept. 19, a national holiday. 
Communists say they will order 
the working classes and _ their 
members in the army to refuse to 
observe the holiday. The Socialist 
organ Quotidien, said, “After the ex- 
ecution of Sacco and Vangzett! this 
Franco-American fete is impos 
sible.” Le Soir made a similar dec- 
laration. 4 

But it is the observation of the 
correspondent that Frenchmen 
generally have not changed th-ir 
plans for giving the Legion an af- 
fectionate welcome as they march 
through the city. The head of the 
French veterans who are organiz- 
ing the welcome stated that Paris 
would greet the Americang as old 
comrades in arms.

THE GROWING POWER OF JUDGES. 
JNO, T. FLYNN, in Harpers Monthly. 
I: has been reserved for the Judges in 

this enlightened age and in this country 
devoted to freedom to push out their power 
in every direction and to develop upon an 
alarming scale the fictions under cover of 
which they are making the most serigus in- 
vasions. While others are held rigorously 
to old forms, the court itself knows how 
to invent new powers for itself. No Judge 
likes work so little that he will deliberately 
deny his own jurisdiction. The laziest 
Judge may like his job little but he loves 
his jurisdiction more. He likes to sit upon 
his bench and watch his powers grow, Ap- 
parently the habit of listening to obsequious 
phrases and moving amidst bowing and 
scraping attendants is not good for the soul 
of the little man under the black robe. 
When some years ago Congress passed a 
law forcing Judges to grant jury triais in 
contempt cases growing out of the vigiation 
of injunctions in taber disputes, the lower 
court denied the jury trial and asserted that 
Congress was powerless to limit the lordly 
power of a Judge. And the Circuit Court of 
Appeals agreed with these Judges. for- 
tunately. the Supreme Court saved us trom 
that. A little earlier the President. par- 
doned a litigant who had been sentenced 
to a long jail term for contempt. But the 
Judge had the accused brought before him 
in the face of the President’s pardon and 
ordered him to jail. declaring that the 
President had no such power To a raw 
layman, this looks like a bad instrument to 
nut into the hands of officials so tar 
moved from public scrutiny and criticism 
as Judges.
